CONFEDERATE STATES CONGRESS
SREHATE.

The Senate met on Priday, June Id 1864,

Mr, Caperton. from the Ubmmiiten on Foreign Reln
o, t> woom hed been refrrad the rescititions rolstive
1o viclations by the enemy of tlis rals of deillzed war-
fars, reported the followisg, which was agmed to:

Besolved, That ihe Prasident bs reguested to makoe
an expositivo, throogh our commisglonas atiresd, to the
vasious Earopenn powers o whish they may b aosred
